President should haye another chance, and 
the Re-publicans are willi ng to give it to 
him. 
Fraud shoull not ba condoned, and 
if he was cheated tours ago, he should by 
all tbe rules o fhonor, have an opp m uuity 
to vindicate himself nod tho position of he 
D .m ocrati: party.

They want to protect the 
government and at the same tim e uo ju s­ 
tice to the pensioners. 
But a line must be draw n somewhere, 
and beyond that Congress must not go. 
In 18G6 the additional bounty bill t<>ok 
from the treasury am ic 68 millions of dol- 
I ars. Again, in 1875, another 
bill was 
passed which would have taken Irorn the j 
government not less than 137 millions oi | 
dollars, but President G rant vetoed tbe * 
bill and defeated the m achinations of the j 
so-called pension and bounty claim ageists ! 
The bill now before the Seuate, or rather • 
which were dlsussed during the last hours 
of that body, seeks to give a pension lo 
all the old soldiers 
of 
the 
Mexican 
and 
Indian 
wars. 
The 
friends 
of the bill claim that it will lake not more 
than one million dollars a year ; but the 
estimates made by the Petition office, make 
tbe annual amount necessary not less than 
six millions of dollars. 
This bill g<RS 
further than simply pensioning the dis­ 
abled of these wars ; it provides that all 
men above sixty years of age, whether 
they be sick or well, poor or rich, shall bo 
entitled to the pension. The bill went over 
till the next session for the want oi time, 
but it may yet become a law. 
But the most stupendous scheme to 
equalize the pay a n i b moly ut soldiers, is 
that of Congressman W eaver, of Iowa, the 
Greenback nominee for President. 
His 
idea is to pay soldiers and sailors the 
difference between the gold and currency 
volumes of all the money they received 
from the United States, and this adjust­ 
ment would call for more than 450 millions 
of dollars. Of course this crazy scheme 
will Lever be favored by Congress, but it 
shows, neveitoeless, the disposition oa the 
part of certain Congressmen to appropriate 
endless millions to the soldiers. 
lo conse­ 
quence of this, our pension rolls are grow ­ 
ing larger, and the pensions more lavish 
than ever. 
Tbe government cannot be too mindful 
of those who disabled themselves io the 
war which crushed slavery aud saved the 
Union, nor of the widows and orphans 
which that long and bloody conflict made, 
but there should be an end to reckless 
schemes and extravagant appropriations.

P itt s DURU, June IT—William Mont­ 
gomery, belter kuown as “Babe,” son of 
the late Hon William Montgomery, at one 
time representative 
in 
Congress from 
W ashington county, died In tbe Tombs 
this alternoon. from excessive drink. 
He 
was 35 years of age and has from childhood 
led a dissolute life. 
A t the death of his 
lather, two brothers and himself each fell 
heir to $70000, which, owing to their dis­ 
sipation. soon melted away. 
This one and 
a man named Fogler killed an oid I armer 
by the name of Diosmore, in 1861. 
They 
went into tbe latter’s house for the pur­ 
pose of robbery, and upon the old man 
awakening they first beat him on tee heat 
with the butt of a pistol and then shot him 
The plot for this robbery was cooked up 
lu the grocery store ot Jack M ontgom ery’s 
brother. “Babe” and Fogler were arrest­ 
ed, and the trial at that time created great 
excitement 
They put Fogie.r on the bland 
and the attorneys for Montgomery pr< ra­ 
ised to save his neck if he refused to tesily. 
Col It M Gibson, oi this city, counsel for 
the defense, being afraid Fogler would 
divulge, placed his hands on his lips, tor 
which he Mas sensured. M ontgomery was 
acquitted, but Fogler was hanged. Before 
he died Le confessed to the m urder, tel­ 
ling lo substance as abave, ' Babe” then 
came 
Pittsburg, 
where 
he 
bhot a man. 
A short time afterward he 
was arrested, but, beiug bailed by his 
mother, fl;d to Texas, where he shot an­ 
other fellow, and wa9 obliged to leave, 
wandering back to this city some months 
ago, since which time he devoted his entire 
time lo drink. His brother Jack arrived 
in town to-day, aud to-night was arrested 
tor drunkenness and lodged in tbe Tombs, 
where be now lies, not knowing ot tne 
fearful fate that has befallen his brother.

I t is unnecessary to say that the sen­ 
tences we have quoted were burned into 
the memories of tho Democracy. In tho 
light of Garfield’s unsparing but candid 
arraignm ent they were forced to see along 
with the rest of the people that their party, 
according to tho measure of its opportuni­ 
ty, was as much a foe to the safety and 
prosperity of the American Union as the 
Democracy of the war. No wonder they 
placed a big black m ark against the name 
of the man who told the truth w ith such 
pungency and plainness. 
No wonder that 
their presses now fall foul of him, even 
although, for want of other weapons, they 
are forced to resort to calumny and false 
witness. 
Garfield told the truth about 
their past and their present, and told it 
without mincing matters in the least, as 
became a great, courageous Republican 
leader.

The masses 
of this country know him and his services 
for the country, and know aieo his detrac­ 
tors and their services against the country.

As 
oon ES the speed of the bicycle is checked 
it Ut gins to wabble like a dying top, and ii 
me experienced rider can manage to dis 
rn iudi without failing off, he is exception­ 
ally lucky. The only way to avoid this 
palatal aud humiliating method ol dis­ 
mounting is to hire a man to catch ihe 
bicycle and hold It. 
If no man Is availa­ 
ble the 
unskillful 
bicyclist 
has 
to 
choose between riding on forever aud 
slopping the machine 
aud 
dismount 
mg in that miscellaneous manner that it 
(aul to limbs \nd clothing. 
Ut course. 
after long practice the bicycmt Is able lo 
mount without falling, and to dismount 
eight or nine times out ot ten without 
&q accident, but the certainty that an in 
experienced rider must end lying on the 
ground with his legs almost lxextncabiy 
tangled with ^the spokes of the driving 
wheel deters timid souls from becoming 
bicyclists. 
That the sport Is to innocent one is gen 
•rally admitted, and the bicycle is rapidl> 
growing in favor wish the young aud 
athletic clergymen. 
Hitherto they have 
bjen compelled lo content themselves with 
croquet, but that sport demands on the 
part ot the player a degree ot sell c in tre*I 
which renders it difficult tor a nervous or 
irritable man to play it with credit. There

Burr Robbins, the much mangled circus 
manager, was born October Id, I SJT, io 
Union, Broome County, N Y., bis parent? 
having emigrated from Worcester, Ms s., 
to the “Oat West” of that period. He b~- 
gan his professional career as a singer I 
a 
concert organized in St. Louis Mo., in the 
Spring of 1853. iu 1S59 be became i Lo 
manager of “Bulwell’s Panorama of the 
Revolutionary War,” and lectured on it 
until the Spring of 1301, whea he entered 
the military service of the United States, 
and remained therein until July, 1305. In 
the Autumu of 1S05 he built and managed 
a variety theatre in the oil couutry. Q lil­ 
ting the show business in 1807, be emuaik- 
ed 
in

Michigan. In J a n ­ 
uary, 1S70, he assumed the management of 
“The National Paintings ut the Army of 
the Cumberland.” This speculation proved 
most fortunate, and by the profits acquired 
Mr. Robbins was enabled to become one 
of the most successful circus-mana^ers of 
the day. The “National Paintings” were 
from the brush of a Government artist, and 
one of the natiou’s representatives also de­ 
livered the historical lecture. For once 
Uncle Sam was a silent partner in the show 
business, as Manager Robbins was armed 
with official documents from the heads ol 
Departments at Washington, and enjoyed, 
among other privileges, a freedom' from 
the two-per c nt. tax on his gross receipts 
at that time indicted on amusement mana­ 
gers. The Government patronized pan­ 
orama continued a financial success up to 
July, 1371. In the spring ot 1372 he put 
on the road Burr Robbins’ Great American 
and German Allied Shows, which combi­ 
nation has annually increased in size and 
attractions, and 
enjoyed uninterrupted 
prosperity. Mr. Robbins resides on his 
farm in the suburbs of Janesville, Wis., 
where he keeps his show in winter quar­ 
ters In buildings especially erected for the 
purpose. He is held in high esteem by his 
fellow citizens by reason of both strict in­ 
tegrity and social qualities. Mr. Robbins 
takes a deep interest in the affairs of town 
and State, and evinces a hyely regard 
for 
the temperance cau^e, ot 
which 
he is a warm advocate and consistent ex ­ 
emplar. On January 18 last be was very 
seriously injured while cruising ta a Utile 
steamer on Rock River, Janesville, his 
head coming In contact with a bridge, the 
water having suddenly risen. At the time 
it wan believed that Mr. Robbins could 
not live; but as he had a strong constitu­ 
tion, and was in the enjoyment ot excellent 
health, he managed to pull through. As a
